Chicago, May 16.—A practical arm 
istlce in tnc team sters’ strike has b een 
declared, to 
last 
until the officers 
of the International 
Brotherhood of 
T eam sters m eet here either on Wed- 
♦ 
nesday or Thursday of this week. 
At a m eeting of the team sters’ joint 
council held last night to reconsider 
the action of Saturday night, when it 
was decclded to refuse the dem and of 
the team ow ners’ association that de­ 
liveries he m ade to houses 
where 
strik es exist, the m em b ers of the 
council reaffirmed their stand and de­ 
cided that they would not accede to 
the dem ands of the team ow ners’ as­ 
sociation. 
It was known to m em b ers 
of the latter organization thai this ac­ 
tion would b e taken and the proceed­ 
ing was in fact of a perfunctory char­ 
acter, it having b een agreed that the 
m atter should await the arrival of the 
national officials of the team sters’ un­ 
ion. 
The Lum b erm en’s association last 
night passed a resolution calling on 
the team sters to define their position 
as to what might b e expected when 
the lum b er firms of the city called 
upon them to m ake deliveries. 
The 
association declared that it was in fa­ 
vor of m aking deliveries irrespective 
of the strike and announced that driv­ 
ers who refused to deliver goods as 
ordered would b e „ discharged. 
The 
lum b er concerns represented at the 
m eeting employ 1,200 team sters and 
a strike of these would m ean great 
em b arrassm ent to the b uilding opera 
tlons in the city. 
It is not expected, 
however, that the lum b erm en's asso­ 
ciation will push m atters until after 
the officials of the national organiza­ 
tion of team sters has handed down 
its decision. 
If that b ody refuses to 
sanction the delivery to the b oycotted 
firms the lum b erm en will at once or 
der deliveries and the large team own 
era will do likewise, with the result 
of adding to the ranks of the strikers 
ab out 0,000 men. 


A new m ethod of theft has b een 
b rought to light. 
T he discovery was 
first m ade b y insurance 
inspectors, i 
who were m A nderson m aking an in ­ 
spection of b uildings w ith a view of j 
ascertaining the ir lia b ility to fire from j 
the electric current. 
In a num b er of 
instances the inspectors found a “ b y 
pass” attached to the m eter, through 
w’hicti the ¡electricity w ould find its 
wav*into the m eter in the least. 
T his 
“ b y pass” consists of a piece of w ire 
attached to he electric w ire b efore it 
enters the m eter, passes around the 
m achine and is attached to the w ire 
on the oppposite side. 
Any electrician conld do the work 
or any one else possessing 
a little 
am ount of m echanical ingenuity. 
The 
principle involved is id en tically the 
same as tha t em ployed in cheating 
the'gas m eter, the whole practice of 
w hich canscd such a s tir in A nderson 
last w inter.

Octob er of any year to the 10th day of 
Novemb er of the same year, or w ho­ 
ever hunts, shoots or destroys, or has 
in his possession any rab b it from tho 
1st day of O ctob er of an|r year to the 
10th day of N ovem b er of the 
sa m e 
year, shall, upon conviction, b e fined 
# 10 for each w ild dove so shot or d e­ 
stroyed, pursued or had in his posses­ 
sion .” 
la w y e rs say tliat this penalty clause 
as It stands m eans nothing at all, as it 
does not e ;e n m ake sense, so tha t in 
effect there is now no penalty for k ill­ 
ing rab b its or doves any tim e durin g 
the year. 
It seems tha t the m istake arose"out 
of the attem pt « luring the sessiou of 
the legislature to am end this section 
in the House. 
The section origin ally 
applied only to doves, as show n b y a 
reading of the origin al b ill 
prepa red 
b y the codification com m ission. In the 
House the attem pt was m ade to make 
a closed season for rab b its also, am i as 
this section 600 related to closed sea­ 
sons, the attem pt was m ade to insert 
the rab b it 
clause there. 
E vidently
